Excerpt  prom  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  everv  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto.

Regulations. 


Definitions. 

1- 1.  In  these  regulations,  unless  the  context 
otherwise  requires : — 

“  Act  ”  means  “  Hospital  Insurance  Act  ”: 

“  Dependent  ”  means  any  of  the  following 
persons: — 

(a)  The  spouse  of  the  head  of  the 
family: 

(b)  A  person  under  16  years  of  age 
mainly  supported  by  the  head  of  a 
family  and  over  whom,  in  law  or  in  fact, 
the  head  of  a  family  has  complete 
custody  and  control,  whether  exercised 
jointly  with  another  person  or  not: 

(c)  A  person  16  years  of  age  or  over 
who  is  proven  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Commissioner  to  be  financially  depend¬ 
ent  upon  the  head  of  a  family  by  reason 
of  physical  or  mental  infirmity  and  who 
is : — 

(i)  A  son  or  daughter  (including  a 
son-in-law  or  daughter-in-law)  : 

(ii)  A  brother  or  sister  (including  a 
brother-in-law  or  sister-in-law)  : 

(d)  A  son  or  daughter  or  a  brother 
or  sister  under  21  years  of  age  who  is 
a  student  at  a  secondary  school,  univer¬ 
sity,  or  other  educational  institution 
recognized  by  the  Commissioner: 

(e)  A  parent  or  grandparent,  includ¬ 
ing  a  parent-in-law  or  a  grandparent- 
in-law,  who  has  produced  proof  of  finan¬ 
cial  dependency  upon  the  head  of  a 
family  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Com¬ 
missioner  : 

(/)  Any  other  member  of  the  family 
or  member  of  the  household  of  the  head 
of  a  family  who  is  designated  as  a 
dependent  by  the  Commissioner: 

“  Head  of  a  family  ”  means  a  person, 
whether  married  or  not,  who  is  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  support  of  one  or  more 
dependents : 

“  Single  person  ”  means  any  person  who  is 
not  classified  as  a  dependent  or  as  the 
head  of  a  family  according  to  these 
regulations. 

Premium  Payments. 

2- 1.  The  premium  to  be  paid  by  a  single 
person  shall  be  $21  per  annum;  the  premium 
to  be  paid  by  the  head  of  a  family  shall  be  $33 
per  annum. 

2-2.  In  each  year  there  shall  be  two  hospital 
insurance  periods,  one  from  January  1st  to 
June  30th,  inclusive,  and  the  other  from  July 
1st  to  December  31st,  inclusive. 
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2-3.  Premiums  shall  be  paid  in  advance, 
either  in  full  or  on  an  instalment  plan  pre¬ 
scribed  by  the  Commissioner.  Where  payment 
in  full  of  the  annual  premium  is  made,  it  shall 
be  paid  on  or  before  November  30th  of  the 
year  immediately  preceding  the  year  to  which 
the  payment  applies. 

2-4.  Except  as  otherwise  provided,  where  the 
annual  premium  is  paid  in  two  or  more  instal¬ 
ments,  the  payments  shall  be  made  in  time  to 
provide  for  prepayment  of  the  required  pre¬ 
mium  for  the  next  ensuing  hospital  insurance 
period  on  or  before  May  31st  or  November 
30th,  as  the  case  may  be. 

2-5.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Regu¬ 
lation  2-4,  where  a  person  is  employed  by  an 
employer  who  is  required  to  deduct  premiums 
from  the  salary  or  wages  of  his  employees 
pursuant  to  the  Act,  the  employer  shall,  in 
each  month,  deduct  a  premium  of  $1.75  from 
each  employee  who  is  a  single  person  and  a 
premium  of  $2.75  from  each  employee  who  is 
the  head  of  a  family. 

2-6.  In  addition  to  the  requirements  under 
Regulation  2-5,  every  employer  shall,  within 
one  month  of  the  date  on  which  a  person  be¬ 
comes  an  employee  or  upon  receipt  of  a  notice 
from  the  Commissioner  or  other  officer  of  the 
Hospital  Insurance  Service,  make  such  other 
deduction  from  the  salary  or  wages  of  the 
employee  as  shall  be  sufficient  to  pay  any 
premium  payments  that  are  in  arrears  and  to 
prepay  the  premium  for  a  period  of  six  months. 

2-7.  All  deductions  made  by  an  employer 
pursuant  to  these  regulations  shall  be  remitted 
to  the  Commissioner  within  the  time  prescribed 
by  the  Commissioner  or  other  officer  of  the 
Hospital  Insurance  Service. 

2-8.  Every  person  who  is  required  to  pay  a 
prorated  premium  pursuant  to  section  6  (4)  of 
the  Act  shall  make  such  payment  not  later 
than  the  day  on  which  he  becomes  a  resident  of 
the  Province. 

2-9.  Where  a  person  who  has  been  granted 
exemption  pursuant  to  clause  (e),  or  who  is 
entitled  to  exemption  pursuant  to  clause  (/)  of 
subsection  (1)  of  section  8  of  the  Act,  re¬ 
nounces  his  exemption  in  order  to  qualify  as  a 
beneficiary,  such  a  person  shall  pay  a  prorated 
premium  calculated  from  the  first  day  of  the 
month  following  the  date  on  which  his  exemp¬ 
tion  status  terminated,  and  he  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  a  beneficiary  one  month  from  the  date  on 
which  payment  of  the  required  premium  is 
made  and  not  sooner. 

2-10.  A  person  who  has  been  entitled  to 
exemption  pursuant  to  clause  (a)  or  ( b )  or 
(c)  or  ( d )  or  (g)  of  subsection  (1)  or  pursu¬ 
ant  to  subsection  (2)  or  subsection  (3)  of 
section  8  of  the  Act  shall,  if  he  ceases  to  be 
entitled  to  such  exemption,  pay  a  prorated 
premium  calculated  from  the  first  day  of  the 
month  following  the  date  on  which  he  ceased 
to  be  entitled  to  exemption,  and  such  payment 
shall  be  made  not  later  than  one  month  fi’om 
the  date  on  which  he  ceased  to  be  entitled  to 
exemption.  If  the  said  payment  is  made  on  or 
before  the  due  date,  such  a  person  shall,  if  he 
is  not  otherwise  disqualified,  be  deemed  to  be 
a  beneficiary  on  the  first  day  of  the  month 
following  the  date  on  which  he  ceased  to  be 
entitled  to  exemption  or  on  the  date  of  pay¬ 
ment,  whichever  is  later. 

2-11.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  Reg¬ 
ulation  2-10,  a  person  who  has  been  entitled  to 
exemption  pursuant  to  clause  (a)  or  ( b )  or 
(c)  or  (d)  or  (g)  of  subsection  (1)  or  pursuant 
to  subsection  (2)  or  subsection  (3)  of  section 
8  of  the  Act  may,  if  he  ceases  to  be  entitled  to 
such  exemption,  pay  a  prorated  premium  cal¬ 
culated  from  the  first  day  of  the  month  in 
which  he  ceased  to  be  entitled  to  such  exemp¬ 
tion.  In  such  cases  a  person  shall,  if  he  is  not 
otherwise  disqualified,  be  deemed  to  be  a  bene¬ 
ficiary  on  the  day  on  which  he  ceases  to  be 
entitled  to  exemption  or  on  the  date  of  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  premium,  whichever  is  later. 


2-12.  Except  when  otherwise  prescribed  by 
the  Commissioner,  a  resident  of  the  Province 
who  is  not  personally  liable  for  the  payment 
of  a  premium  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  he  is 
a  dependent  who  is  registered  pursuant  to  the 
Act  and  on  whose  behalf  a  premium  has  been 
paid  shall,  if  he  ceases  to  be  a  dependent,  pay 
that  portion  of  the  annual  premium  that  is 
applicable  to  the  hospital  insurance  period 
which  next  follows,  not  later  than  the  last  day 
of  the  fifth  month  of  the  current  hospital  in¬ 
surance  period  or  the  date  on  which  he  ceases 
to  be  a  dependent,  whichever  is  later. 

2- 13.  Notwithstanding  any  direction  given 
by  or  on  behalf  of  a  person  paying  a  premium, 
every  premium  payment  shall,  unless  it  is 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Commissioner,  be  ap¬ 
plied  first  toward  the  payment  of  the  oldest 
premium  owing. 

Registration. 

3- 1.  Pursuant  to  section  2b  of  the  Act,  every 
single  person  shall  make  application  for  regis¬ 
tration  on  his  own  behalf,  and  every  person 
who  is  the  head  of  a  family  shall  make  such 
application  on  behalf  of  himself  and  those  per¬ 
sons  who  are  determined  to  be  his  dependents 
pursuant  to  the  Act  and  these  regulations. 
The  application  shall  be  in  a  form  approved  by 
the  Commissioner  and  shall  be  completed  and 
delivered  to  an  office  of  the  Hospital  Insurance 
Service. 

3-2.  Every  single  person  and  head  of  a  fam¬ 
ily  who  became  a  resident  of  the  Province  on 
or  before  March  31st,  1950,  and  who  has  not 
heretofore  made  application  for  registration 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Act,  shall  make 
such  application  on  or  before  May  31st,  1950. 

3-3.  Every  person  who  was  residing  in  the 
Province  on  or  before  March  31st,  1950,  and 
who,  on  March  31st,  1950,  had  not  become  a 
resident  of  the  Province  shall,  unless  it  is 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Commissioner,  be 
deemed  to  be  a  resident  of  the  Province  on  the 
first  day  of  the  seventh  consecutive  month  dur¬ 
ing  which  he  has  resided  in  the  Province.  Such 
a  person  shall  make  application  for  registra¬ 
tion  not  later  than  the  day  on  which  he  be¬ 
comes  a  resident  of  the  Province. 

3-4.  Every  person  who  takes  up  residence  in 
the  Province  on  or  after  April  1st,  1950,  shall 
make  application  for  registration  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Act  not  later  than  the  day  on 
which  he  becomes  a  resident  of  the  Province. 

3-5.  Where  a  person  who  is  the  head  of  a 
family  fails  to  make  application  for  registra¬ 
tion  as  provided  herein,  the  Commissioner  may 
require  any  dependent  of  such  person  to  make 
application  for  registration  in  accordance  with 
the  following  rules: — 

(a)  Where  there  is  only  one  dependent,  that 
person  shall  make  application  for  regis¬ 
tration  as  a  single  person: 

( b )  Where  there  is  more  than  one  depen¬ 
dent,  the  person  designated  by  the  Com¬ 
missioner  as  the  head  of  the  family  shall 
make  application  for  registration  on  be¬ 
half  of  himself  and  the  other  dependents. 

3- 6.  No  person  shall  make  a  false  statement 
of  fact  in  any  application  for  registration. 

Employers  and  Employees. 

4- 1.  Every  person  shall,  within  one  month 
of  the  receipt  of  a  notice  from  the  Commis¬ 
sioner  or  person  duly  authorized  by  him,  fur¬ 
nish  to  the  Commissioner  in  the  manner  pre¬ 
scribed  in  the  notice  the  names  and  addresses 
of  his  employees  and  their  dependents,  together 
with  such  additional  information  regarding  the 
employees  and  their  dependents  as  may  be  re¬ 
quested  in  the  notice. 

4-2.  Any  demand  made  on  an  employer  un¬ 
der  Regulation  4-1  shall  be  deemed  to  have 
been  regularly  made  if  the  notice  was  mailed 
by  prepaid  post  addressed  to  the  employer  at 
his  last-known  address,  and  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  been  received  by  the  employer  on  the  day 
on  which  it  would  reach  him  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  mail. 
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4- 3.  Upon  termination  of  the  employment  of 
a  person  from  whose  wages  or  salary  premium 
deductions  have  been  made  under  these  regu¬ 
lations,  he  shall  thereafter,  if  not  otherwise 
disqualified,  be  deemed  to  be  a  beneficiary  un¬ 
der  the  Act  for  the  same  number  of  months  as 
the  number  of  monthly  premiums  that  have 
been  paid  in  advance. 

Change  of  Status,  Dependents,  or  Address. 

5- 1.  Every  person  to  whom  the  Act  applies 
shall  notify  the  Commissioner  in  writing  of 
any  change  in  his  marital  status,  address,  or 
in  the  status  or  number  of  his  dependents 
within  one  month  from  such  change  taking 
place. 

5- 2.  Except  as  herein  provided,  premium 
payments  and  registration  records  shall  be 
subject  to  semi-annual  adjustment  upon  change 
of  status  or  upon  a  change  in  the  status  or 
number  of  dependents  on  January  1st  or  July 
1st  in  each  year. 

Loss  of  Residence. 

6- 1.  Subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Commis¬ 
sioner,  a  person  who  leaves  the  Province  may, 
upon  payment  of  the  required  premium,  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  a  beneficiary  for  one  year  from 
the  termination  of  the  hospital  insurance 
period  in  which  he  left  the  Province. 

6- 2.  A  person  who  leaves  the  Province  shall 
cease  to  be  a  resident  of  the  Province  on  the 
day  immediately  following  the  expiration  of 
the  period  of  time  for  which  he  was  required 
to  make  prepayment  of  premiums  pursuant  to 
the  Act  and  these  regulations  at  the  time  of  his 
departure;  provided  always  that  where  such  a 
person  is  a  beneficiary  who  has  been  permitted 
to  extend  his  insurance  pursuant  to  Regula¬ 
tion  6-1,  loss  of  residence  shall  not  take  place 
until  the  period  of  time  covered  by  the  said 
extension  has  expired. 

Benefits. 

7- 1.  The  general  hospital  services  to  be  pro¬ 
vided  to  a  qualified  person  pursuant  to  the  Act 
shall  include  such  of  the  following  services  as 
are  recommended  by  the  attending  physician 
and  as  are  available  in  or  through  the  hospital 
to  which  the  person  is  admitted  as  an  in¬ 
patient: — 

(a)  Public-ward  accommodation: 

( b )  Operating-room  facilities,  including  the 
use  of  all  equipment  and  material  re¬ 
quired  in  the  proper  care  of  surgical 
cases: 

(c)  Case-room  facilities,  including  the  use  of 
all  equipment  and  material  required  in 
the  proper  care  of  maternity  cases: 

(d)  Surgical  dressings  and  casts  as  required, 
as  well  as  other  surgical  materials  and 
the  use  of  any  equipment  which  may  be 
required  while  in  hospital: 

(e)  Anaesthetic  supplies  and  the  use  of  anaes¬ 
thesia  equipment: 

(/)  All  other  services  rendered  by  individu¬ 
als  who  receive  any  remuneration  from 
the  hospital;  provided  that  the  provi¬ 
sion  of  such  services  in  a  particular  hos¬ 
pital  is  approved  by  the  Commissioner. 
Services  which  may  be  approved  by  the 
Commissioner  for  the  purpose  of  this 
section  may  include: — 

(i)  Radiological,  diagnostic,  and  ther¬ 
apeutic  services,  including  the  services 
of  a  radiologist: 

(ii)  Clinical  laboratory  and  other  di¬ 
agnostic  procedures,  including  the  ser¬ 
vices  of  a  pathologist: 

(iii)  The  services  of  an  anesthetist: 

(iv)  Physiotherapy  services: 

(g)  Care  of  the  acute  stage  of  chronic  dis¬ 
eases  where,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Com¬ 
missioner,  such  care  is  necessary  and 
desirable.  Such  chronic  disease  shall 
include  cardiac  disease,  tuberculosis, 
mental  disease,  and  acute  anterior  polio¬ 


myelitis;  the  acute  stage  of  venereal 
disease  only  where  general  hospital  care 
is  recommended  by  the  Division  of  Ve¬ 
nereal  Disease  Control ;  the  acute  stage 
of  drug  addiction  where  overdosage  and 
poisoning  have  to  be  given  prompt  treat¬ 
ment  ;  and  the  acute  stage  of  alcoholism, 
provided  in  the  case  of  acute  alcoholism 
that  hospitals  establish  under  their  own 
by-laws  the  conditions  under  which  such 
persons  may  be  admitted  to  hospital : 

(h)  Such  drugs  and  related  preparations 
listed  in  the  British  Columbia  Formu¬ 
lary  and  such  other  preparations  as  the 
Commissioner  may  from  time  to  time 
prescribe. 

7-2.  No  qualified  person  shall  be  entitled  to 
any  of  the  general  hospital  services  provided 
by  the  Act  unless  it  has  been  certified  by  the 
hospital  administrator,  superintendent,  or  a 
qualified  physician  that  the  person  requires  or 
has  required  such  services. 

7-3.  No  person  shall  make  a  certificate  pur¬ 
suant  to  Regulation  7-2  unless  he  is  of  the 
opinion  that  there  is  a  definite  medical  neces¬ 
sity  for  acute  in-patient  care  for  the  person  to 
whom  the  certificate  applies. 

7-4.  No  hospital  shall  be  required  to  admit 
a  qualified  person  as  an  in-patient  if  the  phy¬ 
sician  or  other  person  in  charge  of  the  hospital 
is  of  the  opinion  that  there  is  no  space  avail¬ 
able  for  the  person  in  the  hospital. 

7- 5.  Where  a  qualified  person  has  received 
from  a  hospital  any  of  the  services  specified  in 
Regulation  7-1,  but  whose  stay  in  the  hospital 
has  been  for  a  period  of  less  than  twenty-four 
hours  and  who  has  not  been  admitted  as  an  in¬ 
patient,  payment  for  such  services  may  in  the 
discretion  of  the  Commissioner  be  made  out  of 
the  Hospital  Insurance  Fund. 

Benefits  outside  the  Province. 

8- 1.  Payments  to  hospitals  outside  the  Prov¬ 
ince  made  pursuant  to  section  34  of  the  Act 
shall  be  calculated  on  the  basis  of  the  public- 
ward  rate  charged  by  the  hospital,  but  shall 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  $6.50  per  day  for  such 
period  of  time  as  may  be  determined  by  the 
Commissioner  and  in  any  event  for  not  more 
than  thirty  days  unless  authorized  by  the 
Minister. 

8- 2.  A  person  who  establishes  to  the  satis¬ 
faction  of  the  Commissioner  that  he  is  entitled 
to  payment  from  the  Hospital  Insurance  Fund 
pursuant  to  section  18  (3)  (/)  of  the  Act  shall 
be  reimbursed  in  accordance  with  the  provi¬ 
sions  of  Regulation  8-1. 

Restriction  of  Benefits. 

9- 1.  Where  the  required  premium  payment  is 
made  by  or  on  behalf  of  a  person  after  the  due 
date  thereof,  such  person  shall  not,  unless 
otherwise  ordered  by  the  Commissioner,  be 
deemed  to  be  a  beneficiary  pursuant  to  the  Act 
until  one  month  from  the  date  on  which  the 
payment  was  made.
